Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agreement was not reached with respect to claims 14 and 26, 
therefore the rejection of claims 14 and 26 are still maintained. With respect to the remainder of the claims, novelty of 
the invention (a write clock frequency adjusting circuit controlling individual write clock generating circuits for each 
optical system) was discussed and applicants will consider amending claims to clarify the novelty of the invention. 
Maeda reference does not seem to illustrate a write clock frequency adjusting circuit controlling individual write clock 
generating circuits. However, the search will be updated. 
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
